Hr. Lincoln’s cordial reception of Freder- 
ick Douglass, at their first meeting at the 
White House, has became widely known 
through the distinguished orator’s own ac- 
count of it in a public lecture. In August 
ox September, 1864, Mr. Douglass again vis- 
ited Washington. The President heard of 
his being in the city, and, greatly desiring 
p second conversation upon points where he 
gonsidered the opinion and advice of a man 
of Mr. Douglass's antecedents valuable, he 
yent bis carriage to the boarding-house 
where he was staying, with a request that 
Ws.

LETTER FROM 1. MA 4 CHILD. 


A KIND and conscientious felative, who 
has for several months been,teaching the 
freedmen in Richmond, has lately written to 
me concerning her experiences. As it is 
important that people should be kept well 
posted ap-on this subject, in which is in- 
volved the highest duty of the nation, I send 
you some extracts from her letter. She 
says: “I am more and more surprised, 
every day, at the dignity of character, self- 
possession, and intelligence of these people, 
who have never before been allowed to cul- 
tivate their minds, or own their bodies, and 
who are not yet considered a part of the 
community in which they live. An inside 
view is different from an outside one, even 
to an abolitionist. I venture to say that no 
honest-minded Democrat could live a month 
among them, and hear them talk, without 
becoming an advocate for their equal rights.” 

“They all dwell pathetically on the anxie- 
ty and terror that they uséf to suffer at 
Christmas time, which- was the season for 
hiring and selling servants. Then children 
were sold from their parents, and wives from 
their husbands, to be carried they knew not 
whither, and seldom with any hope of see- 
ing each other more, They rejoice that 
good President Lincoln’s Présfamation has 
saved them from this suffering ; but, buoyant 
as they are by nature, they are not ‘without 
anxiety for the future.

more than willing to work, if they can get 
anything for it. But the ex-slaveholders 
try to drive such hard bargains with them, 
it ismo wonder they sometimes refuse to 
sign the contracts. Some of the planters 
propose to the freedmen to raise & crop of 
rice, corn, and cotton, and give them two- 
thirds of the crop, paying for their own ra- 
tions, clothing, and doctor’s bills out of the 
remaining third, which has to be divided 
between seventy or a hundred laborers. 
One of these laborers told me that, after 
working hard all the season to raise the 
master’s crop, the share he received of the 
profits was only one dollar and fifty cents.” 
“Thousands of the freedmen had land- 
passes from Gen. Sherman, allowing them 
to cultivate ten or twenty acres each of their 
rebel masters’ lands, for three years, on con- 
dition of paying a certain per centage to the 
U. 8. Government. It was late in the sea- 
son, and very difficult to obtain seed; but 
many of them planted and raised enough to 
supply their wants through the winter, be- 
sides raising seed to plant a large-crop this 
yees, I vised some of the plantrtiong and 
I was rejoiced tosee such a field of profita- 
ble labor opened for these poor people. If 
they could have worked these lands for two 
years, they would have needed nohelp from 
any one, But just as they were beginning 
to realize the blessings of freedom, all their 
hopes were dashed tothe ground. Presi- 
dent Johnson has pardoned their old mas- 
ters, and the poor loyal freedmen are driven 
oft the soil, that it may be given back to 
traitors. These masters try every means in 
their power to make the condition of the 
freed people worse than it was in slavery, if 
possible. I am in hopes that something will 
et be done for them by Congress ; and, 
therefore, I have edrnestly exhorted them to 
remain on the plantations till ordered off by 
the authorities of the United States. But one 
by one the plantations have been given back 
to the rebels, till there are not five left. Oh, 
it is so discouraging! There has been a 
great deal of suffering among the freed pco- 
ple this winter. Just now the small-pox is 
raging, and many of these poor creatures 
have not a shelter to live under.”

Supreme Court met in the Senate Chamber, 
to attend the funeral of Mr. Foot, For a 
Yew hours, at least, the excitement was 
hushed, and the President consented to sif 
down by the side of instigators of assassin< 
ation and red-handed revolutionists! For 
there sat grim Thaddeus Stevens, so immov- 
able in feature that the stranger in the gal- 
lery could scarcely tell whether the great 
forehead were flesh or marble. A little fur- 
ther off sat Charles Sumner, with no revolu- 
tionary airs or assassin-like manners, To 
look at these distifiguished legisiaters, one 
would suppose that a man in distress, even 
if he were the President himself, Would re- 
ceive from them naught but kindness. In- 
deed, if the President were to be overtaken 
by accident, or (as was the case a little more 
than a year ago) by weakyess, there are not 
in the Senate or House any men who woul 
be more quick to cover him with the mantle 
of charity than the “ revolutionists,” Messrs. 
Sumner and Stevens. It is only when he 
attacks the life of the nation, that they are, 
severe ; and even then it is the act, and not 
the man, they condemn. 

While I write, all Washington speculates: 
in reference to the final vote in the Senate! 
upon the Civil Rights bill. It could have 
been passed on Tuesday night, but the 
Senate was not full, So on Wednesday: 
morning the same result might have been 
secured, but due respect to the memory of a 
dead senater required an immediate adjourn- 
ment, and Mr. Sumner, with characteristic 
generosity, made the motion himself.

Why do they 
commit the blunder of voting for bills the 
President dislikes? It is a wonder that they 
do not ascertain the position of their master 
before voting upon each bill that is up in the 
Senate having reference to the South.

Morgan, Doo- 
little, and Dixon were appointed a com- 
mittee to prepare a Freedman’s Bureau bill, 
or a Civil Rights bill, and Congress would 
pass it precisely a3 it came from their hands, 
and then, if the President should veto it, 
would these Senators change their cotes ?

On a late Sabbath, a scene was witnessed 
in a Brooklyn church that will liye in the 
memory of every beholder. That sanctuary 
stood on that bright Sabbath morning with- 
in the “ land of Beulah,” where we were “in 
sight of the heavenly city and heard voices 
from out of the city, loud voices saying, Say 
ye to the daughter of Zion, behold thy salvation 
cometh /” The house was thronged with a 

loud ef witness. -Angels looked 
oth with joy to see niore than an hundred 
souls making their covenant of consecration 
to Christ—to see three-score of husbands and 
wives sitting together for the first time at 
the Lord’s table; to see six-and-thirty 
youths from the Sunday-school gathered be- 
fore the children’s Saviour. That Sabbath’s 
harvest was the “first fruits” of a revival 
that had been in progress for two months. 
Some of its tessons may be of interest and 
value to other churches now seeking or else 
now enjoying the “early rains” of God’s 
spirit. ‘ 
I. This revival began with earnest prayer 
and hard work on the part of the people. 
No extra “machinery” was employed, in 
which the clatter of the wheels drowned the 
still small voice of the Spirit; no evangelist 
was invited from abroad to reap the harvest 
whose seeds had not been sown by him. 
The people did the work for Christ, and the 
pastor simply nAped them. For three 
months the congregation had been fighting 
the enormous sin of drunkenness at their 
own doors, and within the doors of some 
church-members. A series of powerful pub- 
lic meetings were held, and hundreds took 
the pledge of abstinence. This work of 
pradtical reform stirred the people’s hearts ; 
they were ready for the “ week of prayer” 
in January. Before the week closed, three 
or four well-known business men rose for 
prayer, showing that the grace of God was 
laying hold of adult minds. In the early 
stages of the revival, two men weré reached 
who had been enslaved by the intoxicating 
bowl; one of them was the very man once 
sketched in these columns in the article en- 
titled ‘ The Lost Ring.” He is to-day work- 
ing zealously for Christ. 

Ii. The principal instrumentality em- 
ployed during this revival has been the per- 
sonal visitation of and conversation with the 
impenitent by the church-members. The 
best teachers went to the houses of their 
scholarsand talked with each one ; there are 
over fifty hopeful conversions already in the 
Sabbath-school. The eighteen officers of 
the church met together, and assigned to 
each one certain persons to be seen and la- 
bored with, Those who could not be 
reached by 8 visit were addressed by friend- 
ly letters. Several of these lettegs brought 


Christ who had stood out thirty years of 
preaching perfectly unmoved.

With regard to the question whether the 
conjunction than governs the accusative 
case (whether we sheuld say than I, or than 
me), the author takes a prudent middle 
ground.

In 
fact, the Dean argues that there are two 
ways of constructing a clause with the com- 
parative and than. If wesay than I, we use 
an elliptical expression, leaving out the verb 
am. “He is wiser than I’ is equivalent to 
“Heis wiser than Iam.” “ He is wiser than 
me” would be the direct and complete can- 
struction. The difference between the two 
usages is that the construction in the nomi- 
native is employed in cases of comparative 
solemnity ; otherwise, we use the accusative. 
The author finds a curious confirmation in 
this of the fact which has been sometimes 
remarked that in ordinary intercourse men 
shrink from the familiar use of the bare 
nominative of personal pronouns. We have 
an illustration of this in the words of our 
Lord, “ My Father is greater than I.” In 
common conversation, this construction is 
generally avoided, as too grave and formal. 
In colloquial talk we usually say “He is 
older than me;” or perhaps more frequently, 
“He is older than Iam.” The same is the 
case with the other personal pronouns, of 
which the accusative is governed directly by 
the conjunction than. 
Dean Alford likewise defends the use of 
the phrase “It is me,” against which the 
smaller fry of grammarians and pedagogues 
protest, but which will continue to be said 
by English men, women, and children, as 
long as the English language is spoken. He 
eyen justifies the phrases “It is him,” “It 
is her,” which Dr. Latham, it seems to us, 
gives good reasons for pejecting, although he 
does not go so far as to vindicate “Him and 
me done it,” which we have heard from the 
lips of some of our famous New York poets. 
We do not suppose that the study of this 
volume will make any one a good waiter or 
a good speaker.

The use of the word leave as a neuter verb

ford maintains that the word is thus taken 
in an absolute rather than a neuter sense, 
and preserves the active character, though 
the object is suppressed. If there are three 
persons in a room, one reading the Bible, 
another the newspaper, and the third a re- 
view, it may be said that they are all read- 
ing, without depriving the verb of its active 
force. In like manner, if of three persons 
one is leaving his own home to-morrow, 
another a friend’s house, and the third a ho- 
tel (an hotel, says the dean, English fashion, 
which he condemns elsewhere), I may say 
that they are all leaving to-morrow. The 
usage is just as good where one persdn 
only is concerned. “I shail not read this 
morning, but I shall write.” “TI intend to 
leave when my lease is up.” “As soon as 
Congress adjourns, I shall leave for home.” 
The elegance of these expressions may 
perhaps bé called in question ; but of their 
correctness, in the opinion of the author, 
there can be no doubt. 

A frequent source of ambiguity in style is 
the confused use of the pronouns he and i.

If 
ged clover be pastured rather closely from 
year to year, and is not permitted to form 
geod; or ifit be mowed early, before the 
gead has matured ; if the soil be in a good 
state of cultivation and not too wet, clover 
will grow there for many years. But after 
clover has been allowed to mature one crop 
of good seed, it may preduce another crop, 
and it may not. We have known clover to 
produce two crops of seed in two successive 
geasons; and we have also known clover to 
produce one orop of seed, and the next sea- 
gon there would not be a growth sufficient 
to shade one-fourth part of the ground. 

Red clover will flourish well on almost 


‘any kind of soil where there is not an excess | 


of moisture. Of course, it will grow much 
more luxuriantly on rich and well-drained 
goils than on poor soils.

THE VETO, CONGRESS, AND RE- 
CONSTRUCTION. 


Tue President’s veto of the Civil Rights bill 
has produced a great excitement in Congress 
and throughout the country. The sudden 
death of Senator Foot, of Vermont, cansing a 
temporary adjournment of the Senate, has de- 
layed action by that body. It is understood 
that an effort will be made to pass the bill over 
the veto. 

Meanwhile, the Reconstruction Committee 
has reported to Congress a mass of important 
evidence epee | e condition of the South. 
Fhe burden of this testimony is unsatisfactory. 
It is shown that outrages are still committed 
upon the freedmen in the states lately in revolt, 
and that Union men are stillin peril. Gens. 
jose d and Turner, and Col. Brown, and most 
of the unqualified Union men, concurred in 
yprcomens the sentiment of the people of 
Virginia in relation to the Government as un- 
improved, and as rather having become embit- 
tered since Lee’s surrender; and expressed a 
decided opinion that the withdrawal of the 
federal troops and of the Freedman’s Bureau 
would be followed by an unrelenting proscrip- 
tion of white Unionists and the proscription 
and remission to slavery of the colored peo- 


e. 

The evidence of Gen. Robert E. Lee was also 
taken. He represented that nothing like 
asentiment of hoatility to the United States 
exists in ; that there are no combina- 
tions or conspiracies having that end in view; 
that the people, though disappointed and sad- 
dened by the result of the war, accept that re- 
sult submissively, and are only looking now to 
their material interests; and that the surest and

A FEW CONSIDERATIONS ABOUT 
GOLD. 


Ar the commencement of Mr. Chase’s ad- 
ministration of our national finances, a 
prominent capitalist of New York, alarmed 
at the issue of Treasury notes, hurried on to 
Washington, and, in an interview with the 
Secretary, uttered the startling and solemn 
prophecy that, if he persisted in his course, 
the premium on gold wouki rise as high as 
twenty-five per,cent. Ithad then reached 
the astounding figure of ten per cent. In 
two years from that time it was up to 275, 
and in less than two years more it was 
down to 80, and it isnow about 27. That 
there was ever any natural cause for its go- 
ing above twenty-five per cent. it would be 
very difficult to prove; though when it was 
at 270 there were not wanting able financial 
writers who attempted to prove that it must 
go as high as five hundred per cent. pre- 
mium, and many smart financiers were ruined 
by acting in conformity with such reason- 
ing. There is as little cause for,gold being 
at 27 now as there was for its going upto 
270 two yearsago. By the natural course of 
financial events, gold ought to have dropped 
suddenly down to ten per cent. as soon as 
the war came to an end, and it would 
have done so if it had not been 
“boosted up” by the combined efforts 
of those who would have been damaged by 
its fall. Itis better, no doubt, that the fall 
was as gradual as it has been, and itis a 
great comfort to know that it has now fallen 
so low that no great harm can be done here- 
after, let it fall the rest of the distance as 
precipitately asit may. There is les’ cause 
now for combination to keep up the pre- 
mium on gold than there was when it 
was higher, and consequently the fall will 
be easier and more rapid. Any one who 
“bulls” gold now, who hoards it for a 
further rise, or in any way attempts 
to keep it at a premium, deserves to suffer, 
and will receive no sympathy for the 
losses. which must inevitably befall 
him. “The country is now full of gold; 
it is pouring in upon us mm large streams, 
and only leaving us in driblets. The 
export to Europe has almost entirely ceased; 
exchange is in our own favor, considera- 
ble sums are brought here in every steamer 
from the other side, while we are sending 
enough cotton across the Atlantic to keep 
the balance of trade still in our favor; and 
while we are turning the tide in our favor, 
our debt to Europe is not increasing, but di- 
minishing. Our bonded warehouses are 
filled with European goods, which have al- 
ready been paid for,and under a falling 
market no fresh orders are sent out. What 
then is to keep up the premium on gold? 
Not the foreign demand, for it is small now, 
and will be less by-and-by. We do not need 
gold for a currency ; the people would not 
have it, if it were offered them to-morrow in 
exchange for their greenbacks. They know 
that what will bring gold isas good as gold; 
and, with the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, to which we are rapidly hastening, it 
will be considered a hardship to be com- 
pelled to carry a pocket full of small change, 
in the place of the tractional currency which 
has been found so convenient for transmission 
by mail, and for all the purposes of daily 
traffic. It must be remembered that the 


diminution of the currency, and we believe 
that a still further decline will take place 
without any contraction ; and it is owing to 
this non-contraction of the currency that so 
little inconvenience has been experienced. 
The rumors that Government would antici- 
pate the gold interest on the 5-20s, due on 
the first of May,do not appear to be well 
founded ; but the difference of thirty days is 
small ; there is a certainty of its being paid 
then, and the effect of its distribution will be 
anticipated. We think it would be good 
pelicy for the Government to anticipate the

MONEY MARKET.

The rates for 
call loans are 5 to 6 per cent. to first-class 
houses. There is some trouble among the 
banks among the oil regions of Pennsyl- 
vania, consequent on the heavy failare of 
‘Culver, Penn & Co., whose operations on 
small means were too gigantic. It behooves 
the country national banks to be prudent. 
Foreign exchange is much depressed. The 
supply is‘ large, and only 107 per cent. in 
gold can be obtained for 60-day bankers’ ster- 
ling bills. The stocks of Government are 
steadily appreeiiting, but other stocks are 
very unsettled. Real values are compktely 
eclipsed by the present values, arising out of 
speculations fer the time. Erie railroad 
stock has fallerf greatly, and Michigan 
Southern railroad stock has risen considera- 
bly, but the changes are not in reference to 
actual values, cr afford any guide to intend- 
ed investors, The receipts of gold frora 
customs during March amounted to $11,152,- 
954 08, against only $5,471,026 47 in March, 
1865. Gold is accumulating in the Sub- 
Treasury. The exports of the week exceed 
the imports, an unusual circumstance. Im- 
ports $5,973,368 ; exports $6,127,258.

such a man is nota Christian, whateve:
